DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 24.—Pro- 
visions for a Detroit home for chil- 
dren whose parents are in State 
penal institutions was made in the 
will of Sophie Lyons Burke, one 


of the most notorious woman crim- 
inals who died here in 1924 after 
reforming and leading an exemp- 
lary life for 25 years. Now, after 
four years of litigation, $115,000 of 
her estate, which totaled nearly 
$250,000, is availabie for the con- 
struction of the home, 

A compromise agreement was 
reached between the executor and 
trustees and the guardian of 
Madeline Brady, one of Mrs. 
Burke’s daughters, now a patient in 
an English hospital. About $50,- 
000 was awarded to the guardian 
and a like amount to Mrs. Florence 
Bower, another daughter. Other 
bequests provided for furnishing 
delicacies to sick inmates of Sing 
Sing, N. Y., and to inmates of the 
death house at Sing Sing. 

During her criminal career, Mrs. 
Burke, then known as Sophie Ly- 
ons, had been a convict in many of 
the larger prisons of the world. 
After her reform she wrote a book 
“Why Crime Doesn’t Pay.”

Funeral services for Jackson 
Johnson, chairman of the board of 
the International Shoe Co., one of 
the foremost figures in St. Louis 
business, will be held at 2:30 p. m. 
Monday at his residence, 25 Port- 
land place. The body will arrive 
here at 7:17 a. m. Saturday from 
Daytona Beach, Fla., where Mr. 
Johnson died of heart disease yes- 
terday afternoon. He was 69 years 
old. 

The funeral, and the private in- 
terment in Bellefontaine Cemetery, 
will be conducted by the Rev. Dr. 
John W. MaclIvor, pastor of Second 
Presbyterian Church, of which Mr. 
Johnson was a member. Mr. John- 
son’s son and two sons-in-law will 
leave tonight, to meet the special 
car bearing his body, at some point 
in the South.

Mr. Johnson was a native of 
Alabama, and the son of a former 
Confederate soldier, who died when 
the son was 9 years old. He had 
to leave school at 16, and after 
two years’ work as bookkeeper, he 
opened a small store in Holly 
Springs, Miss. 

He sold out at the age of 33, and 
with his brother. Oscar Johnson, 
entered the shoe jobbing business 
in Memphis. The business was re- 
organized as Johnson, Caruthers & 
Rand, with Jackson Johnson 4s 
president, and it ran successfully 
five years. 

Came to St. Louis in 1898. 

In 1898, this business having 
been partially sold and partially 
liquidated, Mr. Johnson came to 
St. Louis with his brother Oscar 
and Edgar Rand, and the three 
organized the Roberts, Johnson & 
Rand Shoe Co., of which Mr. John- 
son was president. For several 
years this company conducted a 
shoe jobbing business, selling to 
retailers in the farming and min- 
ing business of the South and 
Southwest. Later it undertook the 
manufacture of shoes. 

Consolidation of Roberts, John- 
son & Rand with the Peters Shoe 
Co. in 1911 created the’ Interna- 
tional Shoe Co., with Mr. Johnson 
as president and the late Henry 
W. Peters as vice president. The 
two companies maintained their 
business identity, and are still op- 
erated individually. In 1912 the 
Friedman-Shelby Shoe Co. Was

No Action on Lowry Case Either. 

The Governor indicated he con- 
templated no action in the case of 
Thomas Lowry of St. Louis, under 
sentence to be hanged the same

Louis on Sept. 25, 1926. Rowland 
L. Johnston of Rolla, attorney for 
Lowry, recently forwarded a brief 
to Gov. Caulfield, urging a com- 
mutation of sentence for Lowry, 
and asked the Governor to notify 
him if he was not convinced by 
the brief that clemency should be 
granted.

Capt. Fried, then commanding the 
President Roosevelt, rescued 25 
of the crew of the Antinoe, Brit- 
ish freighter, in mid-Atlantic on 
Jan. 26, 1926. The Antinoe sank 
soon afterward. ‘~wo of the crew 
were lost. 

Captain Fried, informed the 
United States Lines this etternotn 
ihat his vessel was 650 miles east 
of Ambrose Channel, off New York 
harbor. A westerly gale was blow- 
ing. 

By traveling at maximum speed, 
the America should make NewYork 
about 2 a. m., Saturday. It was ex- 
pected, however, that the gale 
would delay arrival until some time 
Saturday afternoon.

Yeager was convicted of the 
murder of Conniours Schou, an el- 
derly tailor, also Known as George 
Schou, in a holdup of a saloon at 
1159 South Kingshighway, Nov. 1%, 
1926.

The evidence showed Yeager shot 
‘Schou with a pistol, after Birming- 
ham called to Yeager, “Get that 
man and shoot him if he does not 
stop.”

FLOODED IN GALE

Capt. Fried’s Own Story 


Rescue at Sea | 


By GEORGE FRIED,

N our homeward bound voyage 
Q«- experienced a succession of 

westerly and northwesterly 
gales with a very high rough sea, 
accompanied by heavy snow and 
hail squalls. On Jan, 22 we re- 
ceived S O 8 calls from the Amer- 
ican steamer Dannedaike and the 
Italian steamer Florida, both ves- 
sels giving their positions in lati- 
tude 38 north and longitude 60 
west. 

We ascertained then that several 
vessels were in their vicinity but 
only one had a radio compass and 
the distressed vessels could not be 
located, so- we decided to proceed 
to their assistance about noon Jan. 
22. We were then 350 miles north 
of their reported positions. 


We were having violent snow 
and hail squalls with a heavy gale. 
Chief Radio Opeator Nelson Smith 
was stationed at the radio com- 
pass direction finder and took 
bearings continuously. 

We proceeded on these courses. 
The bearings of the Florida were 
erratic. That is, they appeared so 
because they were not checking of 
agreeing with the reported posi- 
tion. We kept searching and tak- 
ing bearings, but these bearings 
all placed him north, which we be- 
lieved to be in error, due to the 
given position. 


Unable to Give Position. 
From 9 a. m. until noon of 
Wednesday the weather cleared 


and moderated. Observations were 
taken and our position found. We 
asked the Florida to obtain a posi- 
tion, but she informed us she had 
no navigation books, as all equip- 
ment was destroyed when the 
bridge was carried away. 
However, the master had a sex- 
tant and he took an observation 
and gave us his observated alti- 
tudes. We worked them out and 
plotted him in latitude 40:30 north, 
longitude 57:30 west, which was 
150 miles northeast of his given po- 
sition. We immediately turned 


bearings , 3 
findings: ull speed on 
our new course. Her radio signals 
were getting stronger all the time. 
As darkness came on our search- 
light was lighted so he could see us 
and at 6:30 p. m. we sighted the 
Florida dead ahead. 
Found by Radio Compass, 

This proved the accuracy and ef- 
ficiency of-the radio compass, with- 
out which the Florida could not 
have been located. We took a po- 
sition on the Florida’s weather 
beam a quarter of a mile distant, 
with the weather overcast. Light 
snow squalls and threatening. 

Chief Officer Harry Manning, 
with eight members of the crew— 
Junior Engineer W. J. Clark, Boat- 
swain’s Mate <A. Wilson, Chief 
Storekeeper S. Bracco, Sailmaker 
J. Palts, Quartermaster W. Tret- 
tin, Seaman F. Kellam, Seaman J. 
|'Harobin and Master at Arms V. 
Waleck—were lowered in No. 1 
lifeboat and proceeded to the Flo- 
tida. 

Getting alongside the Florida 
was very difficult owing to her 
heavy list and her lIee rail being 
under water, sending out a tremen- 
dous surge. Getting’ nearer, Off}!- 
cer Manning found all hands ready 
to abandon ship. Maneuvering the 
‘life boat as close as permissible to 
ithe Florida, he told the crew to 
‘come off one at a time, pulling 
'themselves through the water by 
a line to the boat, where they 
were dragged on board by the boat 
crew. 

The bow oarsman spoke Italian 
and translated all instructions and 
orders. Things went along in this 
fashion until the line carried away 
due to a heavy surge. 

All Hands Rescued. 


A man half way over had to be 
hauled back on board the Florida. 
The lifeboat was again maneu- 
vered successfully and a line placed

Hlysterical From Exposure. 

They were dazed and hysterical 
from their long exposure. With 
the rescued all hoisted or lifted 
safely on board and rushed below 
for urgent medical attention, the 
boat’s crew came up and the boat 
was cut adrift. Owing to the high 
sea running it was impossible to 
hoist the lifeboat without prospects 
of severe injury to members of the 
crew. 

Chief Officer Manning had to be 
pulled up and on board by Mr. 
King and the first assistant engi- 
neer. Six of the Florida’s crew 
were severely injured and four 
were very ill One man was lost 
overboard on Sunday. 

At 10 p. m. all was secured and 
we proceeded toward New York, 
leaving the Florida in a_ sinking 
condition without lights. I do not 
think she could outlive the night 
in this gale. 

We now found out why it was so 
difficult to locate her. Due to her 
heavy list and the loss of her rud- 
der, her captain believed she 
would capsize if he did not keep 
his engines turning over slowly. 

He was steaming at about three 
knots, changing his position con- 
stantly. As commanding officer of 
the America I want to recommend 
that every member of the boat 
crew be presented with the Treas- 
ury Department gold medal which 
is presented for courageous acts of 
this nature. I feet that these men 
are entitled to high decorations by 
the United States Government. It 
was a splendid piece of work.

PATENTED PAVING. 

If there is any good reason why the Board of Pub- 
lie Service should specify the use of patented types 
of paving material the property owners of St. Louis 
who pay the bills would like to hear it. 

The statement is made by the Bureau of Municipa! 
Research that patented paving material does not last 
any longer than nonpatented material; that the cost 
of upkeep is no less, while the original price is very 
much higher. This is the experience of St. Léuis, 
and. according to the Research Bureau, it is the ex- 
perience of other cities. 

The Research Bureau quotes figures. It says that 
bitulithie and amiesite, frequently stipulated in lo- 
eal contracts, respectively cost 60 cents and 61 cents 
more than the nonpatented sheet asphalt. Further 
figures are quoted on contracts awarded during 1928 
which show that the owner of a lot, 50 ~y 150, paid 
from $39 to $95 more than he would have paid for

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The New Peace in the Caribbean 


y taking possession of every strategic point in the Caribbean, the United States has 
safeguarded itself from the use of that sea as a site of possible enemy activity; 
in doing so, too little consideration was paid to the feelings and rights of small 
nations; it is our task to undo the harm that accompanied accomplishment of our 


strategic plans.

N these days of long-distance cruising 
J sunmarines and Ocean-crossing airships, 
the question of safe harbors and bases of 
supplies becomes a vital factor in war. Any 
small creek or harbor of sufficient depth 
may become a depot where supplies of oil 
and gasoline, together with most valuable 
information, may be picked up by an enemy 
vessel. A great part of the efforts of the 
United States Naval Intelligence Service 
during the war was spent in patroling the 
coast line not only of the United States but 
also of the whole of Latin America border- 
ing on the Caribbean and the Guif of Mex- 
ico. Had strong enemy naval bases existed 
in the vicinity, the task of protecting Amer- 
ican lives, and our vessels of war and trans- 
port, would have been immeasurably 
harder. 
This, then, is the accomplished work of 


the United States, which has not only re-. 


moved the Caribbean as a site of possible 
enemy activity, but also has made assur- 
ance doubly sure by taking over ail poten- 
tial maval bases and stfategic points. Our 
statesmen, by acquiring these positions with 
the least possible friction and the greatest 
rapidity before they were taken by others, 
have within the short space of 30 years ex- 
cluded from our immediate neighborhood 
the irritations, the rivalries, the conflicts 
that for ages have ¢haracterized the Medi- 
terranean, and by so doing have determined 
the destiny of the Caribbean as a peaceful 
sea.

This is the new peace of the Caribbean; 
@ peace not of disarmament, but the peace 
of a strong Man armed. To leave a door 
open invites robbery, and to disarm invites 
international aggression. Within this lim- 
ited area we have but done what Engiand 
did 150 years before, in acquiring strategic 
points ahd naval bases all over the world, 
securing thereby her naval supremacy and 
the unity of her wide, wide extended em- 
pire, Gibraltar, Malta, Suez, Aden, Bombay, 
Singapere, Hongkong, Halifax and a score 
of others, strung around the world to make 
the seas safe for British ships and British 
commerce, have their eountefpart in the 
harbors, naval bases and canal routes owned 
or controlled by the United States in the 
American Mediterranean. 

Based on the idea that peace is a result 
of single purpose and single control—not of 
opposing jealousies and intrigues, a preca- 
rious balance of power with war the inevi- 
table result of any slight increase in mili- 
tary strength or the accident of a hew dis- 
covery—the United States has acquired at 
little cost possessions which, of utmost 
value now, will in a hundred years be with- 
out price in the maintenance of peace. 

It must not be inferred that this situation 
is perfect or that it has been attained with- 
out grave blunders and graver injustice. 
The American lack of understanding and 
recognition of the susceptibilities and sensi- 
tiveness of otherwise friendly neighbors has 
resulted too often in arousing among the 
nations of the Caribbean feelings of sus#pi- 
cion and fear. The present situation pre- 
sents no brief tn cefense of the means at 
times employed by the United States in its 
dealings with the weaker countries of Cen- 


trai America or again with the more power- 
ful nations of Mexico, Colembia and the 
island republics. But the facts of history 
are clear. Within a single generation the 
United States has taken possession of every 
strategical point around the entire Carib- 
bean—Key West, Guantanamo, Porte Rico, 
the Virgin Islands, Cristobal. Great Cern 
and Little Corn Islands, and the two canal 
routes—and has created and maintained 
Virtual protectorates over Cuba, Sante Do- 
mingo and Haiti. The work is done, anid 
the Caribbean will never, as iong as the 
United States exists, become a site for hos- 
tile action against our Own eountry or ‘ur 
immediate neighbors. 

With that achievement comes regret that 
in the process too little consideration was 
paid to the feelings, the sentiment, the very 
rights of the peoples and small nations pos- 
sessing these coveted points. It must ever 
be deplored that the relations between the 
United States and the small republics of the 
south were not sufficiently intimate and 
friendly, were not so characterized by con- 
fidence and trust in each other, that co- 
operation rather than compulsion might 
have been the guiding force in attaining 
the peace of the Caribbean. 

e oe > 

Endowed with the same virtues and 
ideals, molded by similar circumstances, 
breught face to face with the same dangers 
and difficulties and problems in a new 
world, winning independence aimest togeth- 
er and governed, outwardly at least, by the 
same forms of representative government, 
and appreciative of the same culture, it 
would have been well if that further step 
had been taken which would have resulted 
in co-eperation and mutual effort in attain- 
ing the common end of safety, prosperity 
and peace. 

This last remains, however. as the work 
of our statesmen of today. The peace itseif 
is bigger than the means that have been 
employed to achieve it. Our task is to 
study the work of our predecessors, to unde 
the harm that has been done to nations or 
to individuals in the too hasty effort te ar- 
rive at the seught-for goai, to avoid the 
blunders arising from ignerance, seifish- 
ness and greed, to make adequate com pen- 
sation for all injuries and abeve aii to cre- 
ate and foster understanding and friend- 
ship with every nation bordering on the 
Caribbean, se that they may confidently join 
with us in the policy of peace and in the 
eontrol of the Caribbean by the United 
States, in conjunction with and in the in- 
terests of them all. 

This policy of the United States In the 
Caribbean is bic enough to win the ap- 
proval and receive the assistance of all na- 
tions bordering on that sea if it is brought 
before them with patience, with good-will 
and with the earnest and sincere desire to 
enlist their understanding, co-operation and 
suppert.

per eent. This is called a ‘“‘dis- 
crimihatory, unreasonable and un- 
scientific’ feature of the sthedule. 

The city goes to considerabi> 
lengtl to set forth other grounds 
for its motion, Oné being that the 
depreciation of one and One-half 
per ¢ent allowed is excessive, and 
another that the return Allowed, 
which was 7% per cent, should not 
have exceeded 6 per cent. 

Says City Is “Exploited.”

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Juror Comments After 


Verdict in 4-Day Trial. 


Tommy Hayes, Cuckoo gangster, 
Was acquitted of the murder of 
Mike Longo, Italian gunman, by a 
jury in Circuit Judge Nolte's court 
at Clayton today. The jury deliber- 
ated less than 30 minutes, ang took 
only one ballot. 

One of the jurors, who declined 
to permit his name to be used, said 
in explanation of the _ verdict, 
“Things didn’t look very good in 
the State’s case.” 

Hayes is still under indictment 
for the murder of James Russo, 


who was slain with Longo last 
July 25. Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Herbert Bryant ~~ an- 


nounced he would prosecute on the 
Russo indictment. 

Hayes was released a few min- 
utes later on $20,000 bond, re- 
turnable March 25, the date set for 
the next trial. 


Hayes Calm at Verdict. 

He received the verdict calmly, 
leaned forward in his chair, smiled, 
and then resumed his former po- 
sition. Miss Isabelle Silvey, his 
fiancee, smiled beamingly and con- 
tinued to smile when Hayes’ at- 
torney persuaded Judge Nolte to 
admit him to bond on the Russo 
charge. 

As the jurors left the box, Hayes 
rose and shook hands with each 
of them. 


Outside the courtroom, the de- 
fendant’s mother was waiting for 
him with Miss Silvey. Hayes 
kissed his mother, but did not kiss 
his fiancee. He then put on an 
overcoat handed him by his broth- 
er, and departed. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Charles Noble, who was in charge 
of the prosecution, did not ask for 
the death penalty for Hayes. 

Leaves Penalty to Jury. 

In his closing argument, Noble 
told the jurors, “I am not asking 
the death penalty. I want to leave 
it up to your common sense how 
great the penalty should be. It’s 
up to you jurors to stop these kill- 
ings in St. Louis County. I want 
you to send Tommy Hayes to 
prison for long enough so that he 
will have tirhe to consider his 
acts.”’ 

The defense offered for Hayes 
was an alibi, the account of an eye- 
witness who swore Hayes was not 
one of the killers, and testimony 
calculated to discredit the charac- 
ter of the State’s principal wit- 
ness. 

The alibi was contained in the 
testimony of M. J. O'Donnell, 5020 
Delmar boulevard, who said he 
went to Kansas City with Hayes 
last July and left there with the 
gangster at 1:30 p. m. July 25, ar- 
riving in St. Louis at 9 p. m.,

Tells Catholic Women’s League 
It Is Better to Have Mem- 
bers Donate Funds. 


In an address before the Catholic 
Women’s League at Hotel Jefferson 
yesterday, Archbishop Glennon 
urged the members to raise funds 
for their charity work more by dl- 
rect taxation than by parties and 
entertainments, 

“I have asked the priests to dis- 
pense with fairs, festivals, excur- 
sions and such means of raising 
money as far as possible, and have 


direct,’”” he said, ‘“‘because many 
ways in which money is obtained 
on public occasions are not truly 
Catholic. Occasional meetings and 
parties are all right to help dispel 
the dullness of life, but many tend 
to get the people too far away from 
the work of the organization. 

“In charity work this is particu- 
larly true. It is much better to get 
close to the work yourself than tu 
employ many social workers to do 
it for you. It is this friendly asso- 
ciation with the poor and down- 
trodden that is the finest manifes- 
tation of charity.” 

The Rey. A. M. Schwitalla, S. J., 
dean of St. Louis University Medi- 
cal School, made an appeal for the 
league’s continued support of St. 
Mary’s Infirmary, the services of 
which, he said, are approximately 
62 per cent charity. Charity work 
by hospitals, said Father Schwital- 
la, and the fact that patients usual- 
ly ask for the best possible care and 
luxuries in addition, are the basic 
reasons why hospital costs strike 
hard at the patient’s pocketbook.

IS RETARDED

O his parents Dick was the 
most precious thing in life. 

* When at the age of three he 
Was severely ill with scarlet fever, 
they watched over him and knew 
every breath he drew. For days 
he hung on the point of death and 
for many weeks he lay wan and 
feeble without energy to talk or 
move. 

Although before his illness Dick 
had already developed a fair vo- 
cabulary and was a fine enterpris- 
ing lad in his play, after it he re- 
turned to the ways of his baby 
days. Slowly he was taught to 
walk again, and gradually he made 
friends with his playmates once 
more. But his speech did not 
come back. He asked for things 
by crying and pointing, by inarticu- 
late sounds and gestures. He did 
not respond when spoken to, it 
seemed as though he had become 
quite deaf. 

Appalled by their tragedy the 
parents waited on their afflicted 
baby hand and foot. They watched 
his expressions and anticipated his 
wishes. He never had to exert 
himself to get what he wanted, 
they rushed to bring it to him at 
his cry. 

By the time he was four his re- 
tardation was so marked and his 
improvement so slight that they 
took him to a specialist who found 
that Dick had indeed lost the hear- 
ing in one ear, but that there was 
no other physical handicap. Then 
a psychologist found that as far 
as it was possible to judge his in- 
telligence was normal. 

With their new insight and the 
persistence of their love, his par- 
ents decided to make Dick grow 
up. They left him to get things 
for himself whenever it wag possi- 
ble. When he grunted and pointed 
a finger, they said the name of the 
object he wanted, and not until he 
had at least made an effort to re- 
peat the word after them did they 
let him have it. 

Slowly he improved. 

Many a child who has as geén- 
uine a handicap as had Dick is in- 
jured more by its psychological 
consequences than by the difficulty 
itself. Parents need to be on guard 
lest the unwise treatment of a 
handicap becomes more of a draw- 
back than the handicap itzelf.
